Preface 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members  of  the  Borough  Council: - 
Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/69  dated 
January,  1969.  Included  in  the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Chief 
Public  Plealth  Inspector. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  that  the  population  remained 
at  5 >630  persons.  As  deaths  exceeded  births  by  51 >  this  means  that 
an  equivalent  number  of  people  moved  into  the  Borough. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  at  15.5  per  1,000  population  is  lower 
than  last  year  and  below  the  National  Average  of  16.9.  The  Standardised 
Death  Rate  at  12,1  is  higher  than  last  year  and  is  above  the  National 
Average  of  11.9.  The  Registrar  points  out  that  the  death  comparability 
factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of 
any  residential  institutions  in  the  area  (e.g,  Broomborough  Hospital  and 
the  Devon  County  Council  Old  People’s  Home).  As  usual  most  deaths  (£.9%) 
were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  mostly  in  very  elderly 
persons.  Respiratory  diseases  caused  12%  of  deaths  and  Cancer  6%.  Ill 
defined  conditions  affecting  systems  or  organs  caused  18%  of  the  total 
deaths.  There  were  two  infant  deaths. 

A  flurry  of  measles  occurred,  but  this  is  not  surprising  since  the 
disease  is  endemic  each  two  years  and  anyway  the  measles  vaccination 
programme  had  scarcely  had  time  to  prove  effective  during  1968. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Council  had  no  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  from  the  end  of  January  until  July  a  surprising  amount 
of  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Department,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector’ s  Report. 

I  wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  and  staff  for  their  support 
during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1.  Hospitals 

There  are  two  hospitals  in  the  town.  The  Totnes  and  District 
Hospital  is  a  general  practitioner  hospital  and  has  24  beds. 
Broomborough  Hospital  has  135  beds  for  chronic  cases.  It  has 
a  maternity  wing  with  13  beds  and  cots;  this  unit  serves  a  wide 
area  outside  the  town. 


2.  County  Council  Health  Services 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County  Council 
provides  the  following  services: - 


Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  super¬ 
visory  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under 
five,  ambulance  services,  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures, 
home  help  services,  and  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness 
or  mental  disorders,  and  the  after  care  of  such  persons. 

Two  district  nurse/midwives  work  in  the  district  together 
with  a  health  visitor  and  a  nursing  assistant.  A  child  welfare 
clinic  is  held  on  the  first,  third  and  fifth  Monday  in  the  month 
at  the  Borough  Park  Clinic,  and  the  health  visitor  for  the  area 
is  in  attendance.  The  home  help  service  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  A  chiropody  service  has  been  made  available 
for  the  handicapped,  the  aged,  and  expectant  mothers.  The 
ambulance  service  is  operated  by  voluntary  organisations. 

A  "meals  on  wheels"  service  is  provided  by  the  W.R.V. S. 


3. 


Bacteriological  examinations  of  pathological  specimens  and 
samples  of  milk,  water,  and  ice  cream,  are  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical 
analysis  of  water  is  undertaken  by  Publio  Analysts  at  Exeter. 


4.  Home  Hel] 


The  Home  Help  Organiser  has  an  office  at  43 >  Pore  Street, 
Totnes,  telephone  No.  Totnes  2663  (between  9a.m.  &  10  a.m. )  The 
demand  for  this  service  is  ever  increasing  and  provides  essential 
domestic  help  in  cases  of  maternity,  sickness,  convalesence,  old 
age  and  infirmity.  It  is  not  free,  but  those  unable  to  pay  the 
full  charges  are  assessed  according  to  their  means.

Whilst  a  decision  to  purchase  a  new  collection  vehicle  was 
taken  quite  early  in  the  year,  delivery  had  not  been  effected  by 
December.  The  collection  service  was  maintained  with  some  diffi¬ 
culty  and  no  serious  complaints  were  made.  The  imposition  which 
requires  householders,  regardless  of  their  age  or  condition  to 
carry  their  bins  to  the  kerbside  continues  as  the  standard  method 
of  collection. 

An  attempt  to  bring  some  system  into  the  former  indiscriminate 
methods  brought  a  slight  improvement  to  the  tip,  if  only  in  appearance, 
but  this  method  of  disposal  remains  unsatisfactory  in  every  respect 
and  in  one  way  or  another  is  a  constant  source  of  trouble. 

3.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (Report  of  Borough  Engineer  &  Surveyor) 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovemment  have  indicated 
that  the  trade  effluent  agreements  with  the  two  factories  will 
have  to  be  concluded  before  they  will  investigate  proposals  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Corporation’s  consulting  engineers.  Negotiations 
with  Unigate  Creameries  Ltd.,  and  C.  &  T.  Harris  ( Cable)  Ltd. 
are  reaching  conclusion. 

The  remedial  scheme  for  sewage  treatment  has  generally 
produced  an  effluent,  the  standard  of  which  has  been  within  the 
temporary  limits  imposed  by  the  Devon  River  Authority,  although 
it  has  been  very  difficult  to  manage  and  control,  mainly  due  to 
the  lack  of  sufficient  land  to  treat  the  effluent  at  the  final 
stage  before  it  reaches  the  river. 

4.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Rodents  are  not  a  serious  source  of  trouble  in  the  Borough. 
Complaints  are  few  in  number  and  relate  almost  entirely  to  minor 
infestations.  Regular  test  baiting  and  treatments  of  the  sewers 
are  carried  out;  no  infestation  of  consequence  was  revealed.

7.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORS' VISITS  AND  INSPECTIONS 


1968  started  badly  for  the  Department.  In  January  Mr.  Cribb  term¬ 
inated,  his  employment  with. the  Council  and  it  was  not  until  July  that  his 
successor  could  commence  duty.  As  a  result,  much  of  the  early  effort 
which  went  into  establishing  the  Department  and  gaining  acceptance 
for  sound  environmental  health  standards  was  nullified.  The  difficulty 
in  obtaining  this  acceptance  is  a  very  real  one  when  set  against  the 
background  of  a  seeming  laissez  faire  attitude  extending  over  many  years. 

Housing  management  absorbs  about  40%  of  one  Inspector's  available 
time.  Meat  inspection,  whilst  fully  engaging  a  Specialist  Inspector, 
in  addition  occupies  each  Public  Health  Inspector  25%  of  his  time. 

With  one  Inspector  short  for  a  good  part  of  the  year  it  is  not 
surprising  that  the  year's  work  was  reduced  mainly  to  attention  to 
urgent  matters.  Unless  stability  in  the  Department  can  be  maintained 
the  situation  will  not  improve. 

It  was  possible  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  carry  out  a 
general  inspection  of  some  of  the  older  dwellings  in  the  Town.  In 
view  of  expected  changes  in  housing  legislation  no  recommendations 
were  made  to  the  Council.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  FOOD 

1.  Owing  to  the  staffing  difficulties  previously  mentioned,  little 

work  was  possible  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  food  premises, 
out  of  nearly  100  premises  a  total  of  only  35  visits  was  possible. 
Regular  and  systematic  inspection  of  food  businesses,  especially  those 
where  food  is  prepared  is  very  much  in  the  public  interest  and  until 
it  can  be  done,  the  public  will  not  begin  to  enjoy  the  standards  to 
which  they  are  entitled.  But  even  before  this  should  there  not  be 
some  prior  approval  of  the  premises  by  any  Public  Health  Department 
before  at  least  certain  types  of  food  business  are  established? 

And  what  of  those  people  handling  food?  The  recruitment,  training 
and  subsequent  supervision  of  this  group  of  workers  leaves  much  to 
be  desired. 


Slaughterhouse  hygiene  was  the  subject  of  close  scrutiny  during 
the  year  and  some  modest  progress  in  improving  standards  has  been 
achieved.

Inspection  occupies  a  large  proportion  of*  Inspectors'  time  and 
mainly  at  the  local  Bacon  Factory.  The  detailed  method  of  inspection 
set  out  in  the  Regulations  is  fully  adhered  to  and  in  spite  of  various 
pressures,  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  diseases  does  not  give  rise  to  any  great  concern. 
Septic  conditions  continue  to  be  the  most  troublesome.  In  spite  of 
carcases  being  split,  abscess  formation  often  cannot  be  detected  on 
routine  examination  and  is  only  revealed  when  the  carcases  is  jointed.

HOUSING 


1.  UNPIT  HOUSES 


A  public  enquiry  was  held  on  15th  October,  1968  into  the 
proposed  compulsory  purchase  of  properties  in  South  Street/Leechwell 
Lane  Clearance  Area. 

With  the  exception  of  No.  25,  South  Street,  which  was  considered 
to  be  insufficiently  defective  for  inclusion  in  the  Area,  the  Inspector 
concluded  that  the  Area  was  properly  represented  and  recommended  that 
the  Compulsory  Order  be  confirmed.  The  Minister,  however,  decided  not 
to  confirm  the  Order  having  in  mind  that  the  possibilities  of  improve¬ 
ment  and  further  retention  of  these  dwellings  should  be  considered  in 
any  general  redevelopment. 

The  Council* s  policy  of  taking  appropriate  action  in  respect  of 
unsatisfactory  housing  conditions,  especially  when  such  property 
becomes  vacant,  continued  throughout  the  year.  Slow  but  steady  progress 
was  possible  with  the  limited  resources  of  manpower. 

In  almost  every  case  where  formal  action  has  been  taken,  schemes 
are  now  in  preparation  or  progress  to  bring  the  houses  into  habitable 
condition. 


Improvement  of  unfit  houses,  wherever  possible,  rather  than 
demolition,  nowadays  makes  good  sense,  since  demolished  houses  have 
to  be  replaced  by  new  houses  at  present  day  costs.  The  overall  aim 
though  must  be  to  provide  houses  of  a  decent  habitable  condition,  and 
as  there  is  a  limit  to  which  ingenuity  can  achieve  this  in  some  old 
dwellings,  where  the  desired  standard  cannot  be  obtained,  however 
much  it  may  be  regretted,  the  premises  must  be  abandoned.
